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REPORT OF MARLOW TOWN LIBRARY - 1974 


Every year at this time I say to myself what has the 
Library done for the people of Marlow and what have the people 
done for the Library? 


The Library Trustees have been active each in her own 
way. Some of us help with the Bookmobile, some enter books, some 
help on days the school children come to the Library, others help 
the day of the annual sale or with our observation of Library Week. 


Over all of us, is Arlene Rhoades, the Librarian who leads 
us along telling us what people are reading, what the children want. 
She has completed her State Library Courses and now has in her 
possession a Certificate of Public Library Techniques. 


Our first project this year was to revise the Library-By- 
Laws and send them to the State Library for approval. National 
Library Week was observed by an Arts and Crafts Exhibit. This 
was very successful with many exhibits by the townspeople and 
many who came to look and admire. 


The Trustees have decided to have the Library open for 
8 hours per week which is one of the requirements of the State

have just been notified that the Marlow Library will receive a 
certificate on February 24, 1975 for completing all requirements 
of the New Hampshire State Library Development Association. 


Betsy Church is responsible for the movies which are 
shown Friday nights for all who are interested. The movies are 
free from the State Library with the only expense being postage. 
Refreshments are sold to defray this small cost. 


The women of the Marlow Extension Group gave the 
Library, a coffee urn, slide projector and screen. During the 
April vacation the 4-H girls held a story hour for the small fry. 
Many books, records, magazines have been given for our Library 
. collection and for the annual book and plant sale. The Trustees and 
Librarian are very grateful for all these things. We also are 
happy to accept gifts of books in Memorandum, These books 
would be so marked. 


Our plans for the future include to be open more hours, a 
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reading and study area for which we need a round table and some 
comfortable chairs.

ANNUAL REPORT 
1974 


The Marlow Fire Department had only one major fire call 
this year. Due to the fact that this fire occured ona Saturday 
morning and to the training that our firemen have received, what 
could have been a completely disastrous fire was held to a little 
over $4,000 damage. 


We answered twelve alarms in town: 
Dump, once 
Chimney fires, twice 
Gas wash, once 
Motor vehicle fires, twice 
Rescue calls, twice (one dog on thin ice, & one 
horse ina well. ) 


The Fire Department helped fight fires in East Alstead twice 
and in Stoddard once. We covered the East Alstead Station once 
and the Acworth Station also once. We also helped Stoddard at an 
overturned gas delivery truck. 


Marlow had one grass fire with the landowner paying the fire 
bill on the spot. 


We had six cases of burning without a permit. Two of the 
cases cost the violators $22.73 and $35.22. (Expense of finding 
the fires) 


Forty-six permits for burning brush and rubbish were issued. 


Seven hundred feet of 2-1/2 inch hose was purchased with 
Revenue Sharing Funds. 


We wish to express our sincere thanks to all of the people who 
helped us in our money making endeavors and every other way.

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REPORT FOR SEXTON'S OFFICE 


JOHN BERGE, SEXTON 


This office was filled by appointment in May of 1974. 


Due to the dramatic increase in the general costs of materials, 
fuel and labor, the original monies available to this office did not 
go as far as was hoped. However, this office does feel that much 
was done considering the funds available. In addition to the usual 
routine maintenance of the cemetery such as mowing, clipping, 
etc., this department completed the following: 


The small trees and brush that had been destroying the stone 
wall were cut and removed. The brush and trees along the upper 
wooden fence were cut and removed. The fence was painted. A 
new area of the cemetery has been surveyed and marked out. It 
is ready for public use at this time. 


The old cemetery had the brush cut and was completely mowed. 


This office has added a card filing system, listing in alpha- 
betical order all persons buried in the cemetery. 


A new map is being planned. This map will update and 
replace the one currently in use. 


This Spring an intensive volunteer effort to fix up the old 
cemetery is being planned. We hope to repair, paint, mow and 
trim some at that time. It is hoped that there will be enough 
volunteers to help in reviewing all the old stones and grave markers 
in the old cemetery. The data received from same will be used to 
construct a map of the old cemetery. 


The work in the old cemetery is important in view of the 
Bi-Centennial efforts that Marlow is making. We feel that the 
cemetery should be researched and a public record made that 
shows how the cemetery - people, etc. fit into or coincide with the 
town's history.

ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 
GILSUM MARLOW NELSON STODDARD SULLIVAN SURRY 


The Agency has provided the services of a registered nurse 
on a visiting part-time basis for twenty hours per week. A regist- 
ered physical therapist and a male licensed practical nurse are 
available by appointment on a contract arrangement. Nursing 
services offered include skilled care of the sick at home, health 
guidance and assistance in referral to other community resources. 


The Child Health Conference which provides free medical 
supervision and immunizations to low-income families has been 
maintained. The clinics are held in the Gilsum Church on a monthly 
basis. This program has provided 23 children in 14 families with 
58 doses of vaccines in 48 clinic visits. 


This project is funded in part under agreement with the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Public Health, Bureau of Maternal 
and Child Health. 


In addition a family health discussion group has been held in 
conjunction with the C. H. C. All parents are invited to this 
informal discussion with the doctor about pertinent health topics. 


The Agency is certified to participate in the Medicare Pro- 
gram and receive payment for these patients eligible for Medicare. 
The fee per visit for nursing care is adjusted according to the 
patient's ability to pay. All health guidance and disease prevention 
visits are rendered free according to Agency policies. 


It is the joint efforts of the people in our towns who have 
made these services available. Many have given their time to 
serve on the Board, on committees and in the membership drive. 
We are glad that all the towns have felt this service important 
enough to make appropriations for its support.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Marlow: 


I hereby submit my annual report of the Marlow School 
District for the past school year. The public concern with the new 
school is apparent in our first full year of operation in the new 
school building. As all the people who envisioned the solutions to 
the problems of economics, education and social change, stress 
their concerns as to why their particular interests have not been 
achieved to their own particular desire in a short time, dissention 
emerges. Each person, with pride, looks to immediate solutions 
for each fault that may arise in this new adjustment period. The 
first full year has gone well, many of the adjustment items have 
been cared for, education is progressing well and students prosper. 


The Marlow School Board has had a very busy year. They 
have not only operated a school system well, but have shared the 
additional concerns of the public relating to a new school environ- 
ment. It is at times, very easy to allow other concerns to over- 
shadow the educational function. It is hoped that as the newness of 
a new facility settles in that the school board will be able to devote 
more time to their primary function of setting school policy. The 
details of everyday operation can be resolved by the administration 
and staff of the school. I would like to take this opportunity to 
compliment Mr. John Menton, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
and the staff at Marlow for the fine manner with which they have 
handled the issues of both education and others in these unsettled 
times. Mr. Menton has devoted so much time and effort over and 
above normal expectation to the smooth operation of the school 
system. He has a daily concern in the welfare of student progress. 
He has also responded to each issue that has come to his attention 
from a public concern, 


The children of Marlow are experiencing a much broader 
educational program in their daily experience than could be 
envisioned only a few short years ago. The introduction of art, 
physical education, hot lunch and many other experiences can be 
attributed directly to the consistent efforts of Mr. Menton and 
the school's staff. 


The staff has responded well to all suggestions and Mr. 
Mindemann's contribution of extra hours to the job has paid off to 
the benefit of the citizens and students of Marlow. In this whole 
process, Mr. Menton has done exceedingly well in keeping me 
informed of each detail and problem that has arisen. 
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It has come to my attention that there is some concern in 
Marlow relative to associating with Supervisory Union #29 (Keene) 
rather than Supervisory Union #60 (Fall Mountain). This matter 
should be given careful consideration before any conclusions are 
reached, The primary concern should be the services provided 
for the education of children. The extra services that have been 
provided by Mr. Menton as described above are directly related to 
the welfare of children. I am not sure this type of activity could 
be provided within a larger situation. The personal concern of 
Mr. Menton in the welfare and progress of students should have a 
great concern from the citizens of Marlow. 


It has been my pleasure to serve you this past year. Iam 
pleased with the educational progress made for the children of the 
town of Marlow. My association with the Marlow School Board 
and the staff has been a great experience.

The start of the school year saw a number of site improve- 
ments. The school's driveway, sidewalk and a playground area of 
5,000 square feet were surfaced during the summer months. The 
area directly in front of the school was graded and seeded, with 
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grass showing on the first day of school. A new flag pole was 
installed shortly after the opening of school. 


Pupils, for the first time, were afforded the opportunity to 
purchase hot lunch. The program was started under the able 
direction of Mrs. Nelda Gorges and Mrs, Alberta Cushman, At 
present, Mrs. Betty Thompson and Mrs. Genevieve Gobin are 
directing the program. 


The citizens of Marlow were visible shaken and distrubed by 
an irresponsible act of vandalism committed at the John D. Perkins, 
Sr. School early in December. Fortunately the destruction of 
property was limited. However, cleaning of walls, floors, and 
furniture resulted in the school having to be closed for three days. 
It was estimated that the cost for cleaning and repairs to equipment 
would amount to at least $2,000. 


The first reaction to the incident by school board members, 
staff and citizens was either shock or dismay. However, some 
eighteen parent volunteers along with staff and school board 
members worked cooperatively to return the school to normal 
conditions. The effort on everyone's part was commendable. 


Shortly after the incident, the Student Congress of the 
Monadnock Regional High School contributed the sum of $100 to the 
school as a token of their concern, 


The Marlow School District is fortunate to have many capable 
and dedicated people serving both students and the community in 
the interest of education. School Board members, particularly, 
have given unselfishly of their time and energy necessary to per- 
form an unheralded task. The entire staff has demonstrated on 
many occasions that serving children is foremost in their minds. 
The assistance and cooperation of interested parents and members 
of the P.T.A. confirms that people do want good education for 
their children. It is my privilege to have the opportunity to be 
associated with these people.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR MARLOW 


During the school year 1973-74, fifty-one vision tests were 
done, with two requests for referrals. Fifty-five hearing tests 
were conducted, and one hearing referral made. Fifty-one children 
were weighed and measured. Forty-nine urine tests were done, 
with no referrals. 


Twelve school physicals were done by Dr. Tatem. No 
referrals were necessary at that time. 


Tuberculin Heaf testing was done on the adult school 
population, upon recommendation from State level. 


Children to attend Marlow School for Grade One attended 
pre-registration held in April. At this time, there is a review of 
the child's health history; also vision and hearing screening is 
done at this time, and necessary referrals made. 


Mandatory for school entrance are the following immuniza- 
tions: TB test, Measles, German Measles, oral Polio, Diptheria, 
Pertussis, and Tetanus Vaccines. A follow-up is made on each 


child by the school nurse. 


It is with Marlow's community cooperation that the School 
Health Program is successful.
